WHEN PARIS STARVED WHO WAS

INHUMANE?

The blockade being maintained ly
Great Britain for tho purposo of starv-

ing Germany Into submission, ha

iecn widely discussed through the
press, bringing out a wide range of

opinion. Some have condemned the
blockade In strong terms, some have

sanctioned it, while others have treat-

ed it lightly, if not fllpantly, by say-

ing that "everything Is fair In love

and war." Adolph Cohen, in the New

York Times, digs bsck into past his-

tory and justifies, or attempts to and
justify the present blockade by citing

the practice of the same tactics bylio

Germany in 1870 and 1871. Mr. Cohen
says:

"Your editorial article, In the Times
May 8, on the subject of Germany's

answer to the American note, contains
very apt reference to the starvation

policy followed by Germany during

the siege ot Paris In 1870-71- . But.
perhaps, tt will be Just as well for the
American public, in view ot Germany's

appeal against what she calls Eng-

land's Inhumanity, to know exactly

what this policy meant and what its
consequences actually were for the de-

feated party.
"In 1870 the average weekly death

rate In Paris was below 800. During

the last week of the siege that Is,

during the fourth week of January,
1871 the number of deaths in the
civilian population rose to nearly

5000. This means that more than 4000

people In one week died, if not actual-

ly from starvation, at least because,

weakened as they were by Insufficient
nourishment, they had become unable

withstand the onslaught ot disease.

"It Is next to impossible to find In

France any person that was born In

Porls during that siege that is, be-

tween September 17, 1870, and Jan
uary 21, 1871 simpiy Because me
poor little things born there during

that period came to life so week and
received such poor sustenance that
nearly every one of them died in in

fancy.
"At the beginning of November,

1870, there occurred a lull In the fight-

ing. The neutral powers of Europe

had secured Germany's consent to an

armistice as a preliminary to the
opening of negotiations for peace. The

French government thereupon put for-- ,

ward a very moderate and reasonable
request, that while the armistice last-

ed a small amount of food should be
allowed to enter the besieged city, so

that If negotiations failed it should
find Itself In worse condition than

the time of their Inception. This
was flatly refused by Germany and
fighting was resumed.

"During the whole period ot the
siege, which, lasted 132 days, the
French lines were not once attacked

the Germans, who relied solely
upon starvation for the reduction of

French capital."
